Hugutnot* is An appellation 
which wa* 


iven to the Protestani CalyhisUol'France, 
nd designated the same description of 
hrislian* In France, that Puretan de»igna- 
:d in England.' In public documents tho 
lugueriots were styled Cuex de la, religion 
rettndue reforrnee,-or Religionarie*. 
The 


rincipks of Luther and Zumglius obtained 
n entrance into France, during the reign of 
"ranees I.. (1515—47,) and tbcwe who aban- 
.« 


one'd the Romish religion were culled Lu- 
lerens. From the circurflitance many in- 
:rred that they were all believers in the 
octrines ol'Luther, ahd averse to those of 
he Swiss. But they seem rather to hare a 
mixed company ol different, description* of 
persons . Geneva was the literary aod eo- 


lesiastical metropolis of the French rerorra- 
:d people, and Lausanne and ptber ciliei 
which erabVaced'the Calyaniitib syitem of 
doctrines an'd disipline, «'nd the real of Cal- 
vin, Farel,'Beza, and others, in lusle'ring 
>nd multiplying the oppoVrsoftlie Romisrh- 
tee in France, induced them all, before the 
middle of the.century arrived, to proles*) 
themselves the friend* and brethren of the 
Genevaus. By their enemies they were 
nicknamed, 6r contemptuously denominated 
Huguenots, as early as 1560. 


As to the origin of this appellation, tliere 


are various opinions, and which one is cor- 
rect is-nol known willi certainty. 
11 origi- 


nated, probably, iu an erroneous pronnnria- 
tion by the French of the German 
wont 


Eidgetaimteii, which signifies confederates. 
This hud been the name of that part of the 
nhabitanle af Geneva, which entered into 
an alliance with the Swiss cuntons in order 
loim'aintu'm their liberties against the tyra'tir- 
cal alterhpts of Charles III.; Duke of 
Sa- 


voy. These'valiem confederates were cal- 
ied-Bi(tnnU{.froqt vrllicll HUjJUEnol «Cllt« to
